On Monday, February 5, two men - Kieran 
Carolan (18), from Birmingham and Anthony Hayes 
(61), from Bridgend - were jailed for three-and-a- 
half years at Cardiff Crown Court for possessing 
Class A drugs with intent to supply. 

They were arrested having sold crack and heroin 
from a flat on Coity Road, Bridgend. 

Carolan was part of an organised crime group 
from Birmingham, cashing in on Bridgend’s drug 
addicts. He was allowed by Anthony Hayes, himself 
a drug user, to use his flat as a base, on the condition 
that he received two bags of heroin for free and £20 
in cash every week. 

Weeks previously, on December 27, 2017, Byron 
Facey Gordon (36), from the Lambeth area of 
London, was jailed for five years and eight months 
at Cardiff Crown Court after pleading guilty to 
possessing Class A drugs with intent to supply 
following a separate police investigation. 

He used a 14-year-old boy from Barry to deliver 
crack cocaine and heroin to his customers in the 
town. The boy’s mum rang police when she noticed 
her young son with cash, wearing expensive new 
trainers and riding a new bike, having sometimes not 
been seen for days on end.

Running Mark 
helps the fight 


THEY say that cancer will affect most of us 
at some point. 

Those sentiments certainly ring true for 
Porthcawl’s Mark James, who has watched a close 
family member and friends battle the disease in recent 
times. 

It was those battles that made him decide he 
wanted to do his bit to help the fight. 

The 53-year-old, a member of the Porthcawl 
Runners, completed the London Winter 10k Run for 
Cancer Research UK on February 4 and has already 
smashed his initial £470 fundraising target via his 
JustGiving page. 

“My dad is a survivor,” said Mark, who only took 
up running a little over 12 months ago. 

“I also know some people locally that are fighting, 
so this cause really hit home to me.” 

It wasn’t all plain sailing, though, having been laid 
low by flu in the weeks prior to the run, which set him 
back in terms of preparation for the big day. 

However, he was on the start line in Trafalgar 
Square, supported by his wife and fellow runner 
Louise right to the finish in Whitehall. 

“The atmosphere of this race was rumoured to be 
outstanding and did not disappoint,” said Mark. 

“The support and encouragement I’ve received has 
been superb - and I needed that, as running really 
suffered over Christmas when I had some sort of flu. 

“I was nervous, and the aim was just to finish as my 
fitness was not back to where it was. The support on 
the way round from the public - supporters dressed as 
penguins, yetis and polar bears - was brilliant. 

“The run was amazing; so many stories, people had 
signs on their backs, there were many survivors and 
many running to support or in memory of people. 

“There were choirs, snow machines and a 
percussion band that all made the run easier.” 

On what was a freezing cold day, Mark also filmed 
some of the run and was pleased as he came home in 
just under 1 hour lOmins.

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‘BCBC holds no 
meetings totally in 
secret’ says BCBC 


NEWS that Bridgend County 
Borough Council takes more 
decisions in secret than any 
other council in Wales has 
raised questions about how the 
Labour-run council conducts 
its affairs. 

Research carried out by Welsh 
Conservatives found that in the year 
2016 to 2017, 93 per cent of the 
cabinet meetings in Bridgend were 
totally or partially conducted behind 
closed doors. 

This was disputed by BCBC 
Council Leader Cllr Huw David, who 
said that BCBC had never held a 
cabinet meeting totally in private. 

The Conservatives claimed that 
Cardiff and Torfaen did not hold any 
meetings where press and public were 
excluded. The second highest figure 
was 81 per cent in Conwy. 

Welsh Conservative Regional AM 
Suzy Davies said that she was 
concerned that this figure was so high. 

She said: “I understand that there 
are times when the council has to 
protect things that are commercially 
sensitive, but this would also apply to 
every other council in Wales and all of 
them manage to be more open than 
Bridgend. 

“We live in a new age of public 
bodies being transparent about what 
they do and there is no room for the old 
culture of secrecy which blighted so 
many of our councils in the past. 

“Bridgend needs to treat the voters 
and taxpayers it serves with respect. 
Holding meetings behind closed doors 
should be the very last resort. 


“There’s no room now for the old 
ways of operating in what we used to 
call smoke-filled rooms!” 

Cllr Tom Giffard, who leads the 
Conservative group on the council, 
said he could not understand why the 
figure for Bridgend was so high. 

“There was a 22 per cent increase in 
this figure from the year before which 
is worrying,” he said. 

“This is a ridiculously high figure 
when you consider that the city of 
Cardiff managed to have none of its 
cabinet meetings held in secret. I will 
be asking council leader Huw David 
what’s going on. I know things have to 
be done secretly sometimes but surely 
not 93 per cent of the time.” 

Council Leader Huw David said: 
“This is hugely misleading, and all 
members should be aware it is a matter 
of fact and public record that no 
meeting of Cabinet has ever been held 
entirely in private. 

“Of the 18 agenda items discussed 
at the last Cabinet, only one of them 
was confidential, and this was because 
it contained information defined as 
exempt under the Local Government 
Act 1972. 

“Any councillor or member of the 
public is welcome to attend and 
observe Cabinet meetings, and all 
Cabinet decisions become a matter of 
public record. 

“I’d be delighted to discuss this 
further with Councillor Giffard or 
Suzy Davies as it is certainly not 
something that either one of them has 
chosen to raise with me before.”

Registrations open for 
garden waste scheme 


GARDENERS can register now 
for Bridgend County Borough 
Council’s garden waste 
collection service, which is 
returning this spring. 

Fortnightly collections will make it 
possible to recycle garden waste including 
plants, flowers, weeds, grass, leaves and 
hedge clippings. 

Collections will begin from Monday, 
March 12 and will continue throughout 
the main growing season up until Friday, 
November 23. Residents can sign up to 
the seasonal service for a cost of £28 per 
household, with a discounted rate of £24 
for pensioners. 

Once payment is confirmed, 
households will be supplied with two 
reusable sacks for their garden waste 
which will be collected from the kerbside 
every two weeks on the same day as their 
bin bags. 

The subscription fee covers the 


collection of two garden waste bags - any 
households who would like to be able to 
put out more garden waste bags each 
fortnight have the option of paying an 
additional £5 per extra bag. 

Cllr Hywel Williams, BCBC’s Deputy 
Leader, said: “This convenient scheme is 
run with our recycling partners Kier and 
all of the garden waste collected in 
Bridgend county borough is taken to local 
firm Cowbridge Compost and turned into 
a compost fertilizer. 

“Just over 3,600 homes signed up for 
the scheme last year, which was 800 more 
than in 2016. With so many extra homes 
signing up for the scheme last year, 38 per 
cent more garden waste was recycled 
instead of ending up in landfill. 

Cllr Williams added: “We are often 
asked why residents have to pay for the 
garden waste collection scheme. 

“Because not all homes in the county 
borough have gardens, we believe it is 
fairer to make it an optional scheme so 


that only the homes that want to receive 
the collections can choose to pay for 
them.” 

Residents can register and pay for the 
garden waste collection scheme by calling 
01656 643643 and choosing option 2 for 
waste. 

Any residents signing up for this year’s 
scheme who already have garden waste 
bags from previous years are advised to 
re-use the bags to save on new ones being 
delivered. Please mention this when you 
register. 

Garden waste can also be taken to the 
‘tip’ at the household recycling centres in 
Tythegston, Brynmenyn Industrial Estate 
and the Heol Ty Gwyn Industrial Estate in 
Maesteg.

MANY people visit 
the Star Inn, Wick, 
for special events 
and birthdays.

Yet John Jenkins, of 
Porthcawl, who last week 
visited The Star Inn for 
his 90th birthday lunch, 
has a rather special 
distinction: he was bom 
in the pub. 

His parents were 
landlords in the 1920s 
and The Star was home 
until they moved up to 
Llangynwyd just before 
the Second World War. 

In those straitened 
times, very few could 
afford to drink in their 
‘local’ so they could no 


longer make a living. 

John had a lovely 
welcome from the 
current landlady, who 
showed him photos of 
his old school, and gave 
a tour of the pub and he 
remi nis ced about when 
there were pigs in the 
back garden and a local 
field was used for horse 
racing. A time when 
everyone produced their 
own food and 
entertainment.! 

He recalled several 
terrible events. One was 
when two friends from 
Llangynwyd called to the 
pub to find it locked up 
and the family asleep at 
only 10pm. They turned 
back but crashed into a 
tree which is still there, 
tragically losing their 
lives. John remembers 


their motorbike brought 
back to the pub and the 
deep sadness they all felt. 
He also remembers 
roaming the fields and 
finding a crashed light 
aircraft, deciding to 
investigate and coming 
across a severed hand! 

Happier memories 
include meeting his wife 
Margaret at the Avon 
Rubber Factory, 
marrying and moving to 
Porthcawl, having three 
daughters, Helen, 
Christine and Liz, 13 
grandchildren and great¬ 
grandchildren most living 
locally. 

John has spent a 
lifetime helping others 
through his work as a 
housing officer 
affectionately known as 
‘Jenkins The Rent’. 



He was an outstanding 
sportsman excelling in 
football, cricket, 
badminton and squash 
and teaching many others 
until he was 80! 

In his 20s, John 
actually turned down 
signings from Wolves 
and Ipswich Town as the 
pay was too low. Such 
different times to now. 

He is devoted to the 
local community and is 
an avid letter writer, full 
of ideas for the town, 
many of which have 
been adopted, not least 
the ‘yellow brick road’ to 
Rest Bay.

‘MOTOR INDUSTRY HAS 
CONFIDENCE IN REGION’ 


THE Ford engine plant at Bridgend 
could be at risk of closure if the UK does 
not agree the right sort of Brexit trade 
deal with the European Union, fears 
Chris Elmore. 

The Ogmore MP told Welsh Secretary Alun 
Cairns that the plant is under pressure because of 
Jaguar Land Rover’s decision to end its contract 
early. 

He said that decision was not linked to Brexit 
but was a commercial decision taken by the 
company, and it puts significant numbers of jobs 
at risk for people in his constituency. 

Mr Elmore told Mr Cairns that if the UK is not 
in a customs union, trade tariffs on car 
production could risk closing Ford. 

He said: “That is not scaremongering, before 
the Secretary of State accuses me of that. It is a 
real issue which Ford is raising at the highest 
levels of Government in the UK, including the 
Welsh Government.” 

Mr Cairns said that what Mr Elmore had said 
was factually inaccurate. 

He said: “The contract is not being ended 
early - it was the natural end of the contract. 

“I am sure the honorable gentleman will be 
pleased that the Welsh Government and the UK 
Government are working together closely. 

“Just over a week ago, I met the Assembly 
Cabinet Secretary for Finance (Mark Drakeford) 
to discuss how we can continue to work together 
and where officials can be part of a joint 
taskforce. 

“That measure was requested and supported by 


the trade unions, and I was keen to respond 
positively to it.” 

Mr Cairns added: “The Aston Martin 
investment is just a short distance away, and that 
demonstrates the confidence that the industry has 
in the south Wales economy, with 700 jobs from 
one project, as well as the greater opportunities 
for the future that have been created. 

“We take Ford very seriously, which is why we 
continue to work together with the unions, the 
Welsh Government and the UK Government, as 
well as Ford, to seek a positive outcome.”

‘Big-city drugs gangs 
are here’ warns local 
police chief inspector

These concerning cases bear the hallmarks of 
what police across the UK call a ‘County Lines’ 
drugs operation. County Lines is the name given to 
the telephone numbers used to manage provincial 
drugs markets by crime gangs in big cities such as 
London, Manchester and Birmingham - their 
operations are usually characterised by the 
exploitation of vulnerable people to sell drugs in 
other cities, towns and villages. 

Chief Inspector Lisa Gore said: “Recent 
convictions should be a wake-up call for everyone. 
Gangs from outside are trying to infiltrate our 
communities and they are targeting vulnerable and 
desperate people to establish strong local bases for 
their drugs operations. 

“They’ll target young people, giving them the 
things that they can’t afford themselves, such as 
trainers, bikes, or gaming consoles, or offer things 
that people desperately need, such as dmgs to drug 
addicts. They’ll use these people to run their drugs 
from street to street to create a thriving local 
businesses with strong local connections.” 

Byron Facey Gordon was apprehended on 
November 29 during the arrest phase of an 
operation which began months earlier. Officers 
identified him as the owner of a mobile phone 
number which featured repeatedly in police 
enquiries. 

He would send out blanket text messages to 
hundreds of drug addicts offering crack cocaine 
and heroin and - as if running a local cafe - he’d 
announce that ’breakfast is served’ and introduce 
‘lunch time’, ‘two for one’ and ‘happy hour’ offers 
to entice orders. 

He would use a 14-year-old local boy who he 
befriended to deliver his drugs and fulfil all of 
those orders, many times a day. 

Chief Inspector Lisa Gore, added: “The 
additional threat to communities is the impact that 
these gangs can have if they take hold. Not only do 
they exploit people, but they also run their business 
with mthless violence often inflicted with weapons 
such as knives. 

“In places such as Barry and Bridgend where 
knife crime and such violence is so rare, it threatens 
to disrupt the stability of the area which can have 
disastrous consequences. 

“Our number one priority is to protect vulnerable 
people and this includes the children and the 
vulnerable adults who are ruthlessly exploited by 
these gangs to do their dirty work. 

“Someone may be vulnerable to exploitation by 
organised crime groups for a number of reasons, 
but invariably there is a power imbalance. Factors 
include age, gender, cognitive ability, or social 
isolation.” 

She added: “We will continue to work with our 
partners to tackle this problem and to prevent what 
is a very real threat from taking hold, but 
communities are our eyes and ears and they must 
shoulder some responsibility. 

“We rely on the public to report suspicious 
behaviour and to act on their instincts, just as the 
14-year-old boy’s mum did in the example we’ve 
given.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns added: “I want to pay 
tribute to South Wales Police for their unfaltering 
effort in tackling the sale of drugs. This is a first 
class example of where the police have been 
proactive in keeping the community safe. 

“Late last year, I joined local police officers for 


a night shift in Barry. Following this experience, my 
already deep-rooted respect and gratitude to the 
police for their work was heightened further still, as 
I cannot overstate how hard they work to protect us. 

“The sale and abuse of drugs are crimes which 
devastate the lives of too many individuals and their 
families in Barry and in the wider Vale. 

“I have been in touch with the Home Office to 
seek advice on how best I, in my role, can support 
the local police force as they undertake the task of 
stamping down on drug dealing in the Vale of 
Glamorgan.”

‘Intimidation on social media

LAST week marked 100 
years since Parliament 
passed a law which gave 
the first women across the 
UK the right to vote. 

Many of us take our right to 
vote for granted and it’s somewhat 
hard to believe that women were 
not allowed to vote just over 100 
years ago. The Representation of 
the People Act (1918) paved the 
way for what would prove to be a 
long campaign for true gender 
equality. 

It’s important to remember, 
however, that this Act did not 
allow all women across the UK to 
vote. Given the restrictions which 
were attached to the Act, over 22 
per cent of women over the age of 
30 were still not afforded this right 
at this stage. 

Today, positive steps are being 
taken to ensure that true gender 
equality can be achieved one day 
soon. I’m proud to be part of the 
most diverse Parliamentary 
Labour Party ever, of which 45 per 
cent are women. 

While we clearly still have

much work to do to encourage a 
greater number of women to enter 
politics and seek election, in the 
past few decades we have made 
real strides forwards in a hugely 
positive direction. 

I look forward to the day when

One of the key ways through 
which we can make this happen is 
to call out any discrimination or 
abuse which women are subjected 
to at any level of elected office, or 
whenever it occurs across our 
communities.

However, this was a privilege denied to many 
women just over 100 years ago, with only some 
allowed the right to be elected to borough and 
county councils in Wales and England. 

While certain women were allowed to represent 
their communities, it was thanks to the efforts of 
the suffrage movement, which finally saw women 
across the country get the right to vote. 

It would have been hard to believe for many that 
100 years later, the second female Prime Minister, 
Theresa May, would give a speech to mark the 
centenary of women’s right to vote. 

As our Prime Minister said in her speech in 
Manchester, we have made huge progress in 
advancing women’s rights, but there is still a long 


way to go. 

I am pleased to hear that the Government is to 
lobby social media firms to take more action to 
clamp down on abusive online posts. 

In my work as a councillor, I know how 
important sites such as Facebook and Twitter are to 
interact with residents and promote the good work 
of councils. However, it is not right that in doing 
this we should be subject to online bullying. 

This must not be allowed to carry on, so I 
welcome proposals this Conservative Government 
is putting in place to ensure that we are able to 
meet the challenges posed by social media.

REGIONAL AM Suzy Davies has called 
for vigilance after hearing that “an acute 
staffing shortage” was responsible for the 
closure of the Day Hospital at Maesteg 
Community Hospital. 

Mrs Davies, who is a Welsh Conservative, wrote 
to ABMu chairman Andrew Davies after she was 
contacted by Maesteg constituents concerned about 
the future of the service. 

Mr Davies explained that the day hospital closed 
in November because of an acute staffing shortage 
on Llynfi Ward, which meant that staff manning the 
day hospital had to be redeployed. 

He added: “It was planned that the Day Hospital 
would re-open in January 2018; however, due to 
maintenance work being carried out to remove 


asbestos and install Wi-fi, we are now planning on 
re-opening in April 2018.” 

Mrs Davies said: “The Day Hospital provides a 
valuable service to elderly and vulnerable people in 
the area and contributes to preventing unnecessary 
admissions for many into the Princess of Wales 
Hospital or other district hospitals. 

“There were very real fears that it would never re¬ 
open. The assurance from the board is welcome but 
raises more worrying questions about nurse 
shortages. 

“I have already asked for assurances that the 
future of Maesteg Hospital is secure should 
responsibility for health services in the Bridgend 
area be moved from ABMu to Cwm Taf Health 
Board, but I will be following up on these issues as 
well.”

Years of ‘food 
security’ 
have led to 


complacency 


E very day, 
millions of us 
flock to our 
local supermarkets 
for the weekly or 
top-up food shop, 
or drop into our 
local corner or 
village shop for that 
bottle of milk or 
loaf of bread we 
forgot to buy, and 
many of us will 
spare little thought 
for how all the food 
got there? 

We expect it to be 
there, in season or not, 
and we want to pay a 
‘fair’ price for it. 

Through our 
expectations of a secure 
food supply, we are 
relying on our farmers 
here in Wales, the UK 
and even farmers across 
the world, to provide 
just that. 

Food security has 
become the norm in the 
Western World but the 
challenges farmers face 
are rarely at the front of 
people’s minds. 

Thinking about the 
disruption caused by the 
Second World War to 
European food 
production and 
distribution, the 
widespread starvation, 
and severe, often 
permanent, illness due to 
vitamin and mineral 
deficiencies, it seems 
clear that it is time to 
recognise that Welsh and 
UK agriculture have a 
crucial part to play in the 
future to avoid such 
problems and that 
#FarmingMatters. 

The recognition of the 
need for viable 
agricultural sectors and 
stable supplies of 
affordable food led the 
UK Government to pass

the 1947 Agriculture 
Act, while on the 
Continent, the 1957 
Treaty of Rome defined 
objectives of a common 
European policy. 

However, the food 
security established by 
the 1947 Agriculture Act 
and the Common 
Agricultural Policy has 
led to significant 
complacency regarding 
the importance of 
agriculture in Wales and 
the UK, which has in 
turn led to increasing 
reliance on imported 
foodstuff. 

The importance of 
nurturing and supporting 
Welsh producers, and 
thereby protecting and 
improving domestic food 
security, must be a 
priority for any 
government, especially 
in light of Brexit. 

The FUW has long 
highlighted the 
importance of food 
security and how a food 
security strategy plan 
would give farmers 
confidence to develop 
their businesses, which 
in turn would support 
the development of rural 
areas. 

So the next time you 
pop into your local food 
shop, spare a thought for 
the hard working 
farmers who make sure 
that food is not a luxury 
and remember that 
#FarmingMatters!

DO you use council-run 
public toilets? How often 
do you use them, and 
which ones do you rely on 
the most? 

These are among the questions 
being asked by Bridgend County 
Borough Council in a 
consultation over the public 
toilets that can be found in 
Maesteg, Bridgend and 
Porthcawl. 

As the council tackles the 
conundrum of balancing a 
severely reduced budget with 
demands for public services, it 
has had to reduce the number of 
council-run toilets in the three 
town centres from nine to six 
over the last couple of years. 

Now, faced with further 
financial pressures, the council is 
inviting views from residents and 


visitors on how and where public 
toilets should be provided. 

The toilets in question are 
those at Griffin Park, John Street 
and Rest Bay in Porthcawl, as 
well as the Bus Station and 
Cheapside (opposite Asda) in 
Bridgend, and at Maesteg Bus 
Station. 

Cllr Richard Young, Cabinet 
Member for Communities, said: 
“Due to the financial situation, 
we simply cannot continue to run 
public toilets in the way that we 
do now. 

“Some may have to close, 
while others may need to be run 
differently in the future. But to 
help inform these decisions we 
want to gather public opinion to 
find out which toilets are used the 
most and how important these 
facilities are to our communities. 

“We are already in advanced 


talks about the Griffin Park toilets 
transferring to Porthcawl Town 
Council, and are looking at 
whether other public 
conveniences could also transfer 
for town councils to operate. 

“We are also keen to find out 
what sort of demand there is for 
us to extend our current comfort 
scheme, which makes small 
grants of up to £500 per year 
available to local town centre 
businesses that are willing to 
open up their toilets to non¬ 
paying customers.”

MY name is Perla, I am 
Mexican, and I was born in 
the 1960s.

LAST year in Porthcawl was marked by 
another successful Carnival and the 53rd 
Christmas Morning Swim (the biggest 
yet).

LOOKING BACK WITH BRIAN LEE 


MANY point-to-point racing enthusiasts in the Vale 
will remember the time the Glamorgan and Pentyrch 
hunts held their point-to-points at St Hilary near 
Cowbridge and where they could view the racing 
from a natural bank. 

In my book Racing Rogues - The Scams, Scandals and Gambles 
of Horse Racing in Wales (published by St David's Press at 
£14.99), I tell about one of the most controversial races that took 
place there back in 1975 when the Pentyrch Hunt staged an 
evening meeting. 

Cefn Cribwr farmer Dillwyn Thomas, a legend in hunt-racing 
circles, ran his homebred Prince Haven 77 in the maiden race and 
it was judged to have dead-heated with Mr A Taylor’s Swedish- 
bred Quip. However, many racegoers, incuding myself, were of 
the opinion that Prince Haven 77, partnered by Henry Blake, a 
best-selling author of books on communicating with horses, had 
won the race outright, and so did the bookmakers who had started 
to pay out over him. 

It is only fair to point out that the winning post was a long way 
from the spot where racegoers watched the races. However, more 


fuel was added to the fire when someone pointed out that far from 
being a maiden - a horse that has yet to win - Quip, an eight-year- 
old chestnut gelding, had won, among other races, the Danish St 
Leger as well as six other races on the flat in Scandanavia! 

In his previous point-to-point races, Quip had started at odds of 
33-1 or more but on this occasion it had been well backed at odds 
of around 6-1 or 7-1, most unusual seeing as it had failed to finish 
in its three previous races, twice being pulled-up when tailed off, 
and once running off the racecourse. 

Weatherbys, in their far-sighted vision, ruled that those wins in 
Scandaniva did not render Quip ineligible for maiden events, 
explaining that a winner of a flat race, or National Hunt flat race, 
was permitted to run as a ‘maiden’ in a point-to-point 
steeplechase. 

There was another controversial maiden race at St Hilary the 
following year, 1976, when a massive gamble was landed at the 
Glamorgan Hunt fixture and the story is featured in my book.

Porthcawl Sea Cadets

rescued from sea. 

Local volunteers rallied to the 
cause and a store extension was 
added, and the unit renamed TS St 
David. That unit did not have 
fixed heating, or hot water and 
toilet facilities. This remains the 
case today, after successfully 
operating for over 60 years. 

Chairman Mike Clarke said: 
“Despite meeting in what was to 
be a temporary building for many 
years, the unit is thriving with 
healthy membership and notable 
successes in training and 
competition. 

“There is an opportunity for the 
unit to be permanently housed in 


The Maritime Centre which is to 
be constructed adjacent to the 
harbour, where cadets will finally 
have the facilities they have 
needed for so long. We hope to see 
cadets old and new at the reunion, 
to share memories and look to the 
future of the unit together.” 

The unit building will open 
from 3pm to 5pm, for visitors to 
tour the building one last time, 
culminating in a buffet reunion at 
the Hi Tide Inn from 6pm.

Quality encounter deserves to 
be remembered for more than 

the TMO row Report by Philip Irwin 



1 suspect that every Welsh reporter 
tasked with writing about the 
Twickenham game had a similar 
headline and intro planned. 

The headline would be something along the lines 
of Fast Eddie is too clever by half. 

Then it would continue: Eddie Jones’ attempt to 
psych out fly-half Rhys Patched blew up in his face 
as the Scarlets NolO had an outstanding game as 
Wales upset the English apple cart. 

Sadly, from the Welsh point of view, it didn’t pan 
out that way. That’s not to say that it went to plan 
for Eddie, either. Patchell didn’t have the storming 
game he had the previous week against Scotland, 
but that was to be expected against a fierce English 
defensive unit. 

He came out of the game with credit, but he 
wasn’t the master play-maker either. It’s not always 
what you do that matters, it’s how it turns out, 

A good example came in the 20th minute. Wales 
were trailing 12-0 but were on the attack in the 
England 22, when referee Jerome Garces gave 
Wales a penalty advantage. This gave Patchell a 
free shot and his clever chip into the comer was 
kneed over the line by Steff Evans and then it was a 
race to ground the ball between Gareth Anscombe 
and Anthony Watson. 

The footage has been watched a hundred times 
now by most viewers, and it is surprising to see the 
number of English pundits who thought Anscombe 
got the vital touch. 

The opinion that counted, of course, was that of 
New Zealand TMO Glenn Newman, who will now 
become an unforgettable villain in Welsh rugby 
folk lore - alongside Max Boyce’s blind Irish 
referee. 

Actually, I had forgotten the name of that Irish 
referee, so perhaps there is hope for Glenn 
Newman. {To save GEM readers from having to 
Google him, it was John West!) 

The point of all this, of course, is that a ‘yes’ 
from the TMO would have taken all the pressure 
off Patchell, and things could have worked out 
better for him. 

As it was, he was replaced on 56 minutes, with 
Anscombe moving to fly-half, George North taking 
the right wing spot, and Josh Adams moving to full 


back. Anscombe and North both made a case for 
starting in the next game. 

Even though the game is likely to be 
remembered for the TMO decision, it didn’t decide 
it. A try would have needed to be converted from 
the corner, and Patchell kicked the three point 
penalty, so we are talking about a two or four point 
differential, early in the game on the 20-minute 
mark. 

In terms of conclusive moments, it falls a long 
way short of Johnny Sexton’s drop goal in Paris. 

Personally, I would be happy for this game to be 
remembered for Sam Underhill’s tackle. He looks a 
rather cartoonish figure, with huge biceps like 
Popeye after his spinach, but he is fast and smart 
too. 

His sprint to the corner to chase down Scott 
Williams was breath-taking, and the strength in his 
right arm that enabled him to drag the aquaplaning 
Wales centre into touch with him was quite 
remarkable. 

Clive Woodward called it “a try 99 times out of 
100” - which was a touch more generous than 
Jonathan Davies’ comment that Williams should 
have given an inside pass to George North! 

So, having talked about the big talking points, 
let’s make a belated start at the very beginning. 
Wales enjoyed a very positive first three minutes 
after Anthony Watson fielded the opening kick off 
and obligingly spilled it in contact. 

However, England scored from their first attack 
and it came from one area of the game where 
England would be dominant - using the high ball. 
Danny Care put up a kick, and Patchell and Watson 
went up for it. However, Watson didn’t try to catch 
it, going for the knock back instead and it worked 
perfectly. 

The result was that it went quickly out to Owen 
Farrell - the player Wales most wanted to keep out 
of the game, and he instantaneously assessed the 
situation, spotted Wales right wing Josh Adams out 
of position and sent an almost-perfect kick to the 
comer. 

Perfect would have been six inches over the try 
line, so six inches short was pretty damn good, and 
Jonny May gathered it cleanly and slid over. 

Farrell missed the conversion but 10 minutes 
later he was the creator again. England were

pressing hard close to the Welsh line and he nearly 
made the line himself. When the ball was recycled 
he was back on his feet to demonstrate his 
coolness, his passing ability and his toughness. 

As he sent a long pass out to Joe Launchbury, he 
knew he was opening himself up to a hit, and a 
Welsh defender totally wiped him out (I’ve looked 
a few times but haven’t seen an angle that 
identified the Welsh tackier, although it felt like a 
Moriarty hit). 

It mattered not, because by the time Launchbury 
had off-loaded inside for the prowling May to go 
over for his second, Farrell was back on his feet to 
kick the conversion. 

It says much about Wales that they didn't let that 
early 12-0 deficit panic them. The rain and greasy 
ball obviously inhibited the new Welsh off-loading 
style, but the team still managed some remarkable 
handling over the course of the 80 minutes. 

At the end of the game, the possession and 
territory stats showed things to be pretty equal. 
Certainly, Wales probably had the better of the line- 
out - often an area of weakness - and the scrum 
was also solid. You get the feeling that Wales can 
compete with any side, and we have also, as a 
result of the string of injuries we have suffered, 
realised that we have more depth than we thought. 

In the back row, Shingler and Navidi looked a 
more effective pair than Robshaw and Lawes, while 
Moriarty kept the pacy Simmonds quiet, until the 
England No 8 went off injured, to be replaced by 
that man Underhill. 

Shingler, in particular, had the crowd gasping 
with a 40-yard break when, presumably, he lost 
contact with the supporting Gareth Davies and 
kicked ahead, when retaining possession might 
have been better. Unsurprisingly, it was Owen 
Farrell who was back to regain possession for 
England. 

Looking back at my notes, I'm a touch surprised 
by the apparent equality of the possession game. 
Too often, the phrase ‘five minutes of heavy 
England pressure’ appears. 

It felt like a game that Wales could have won, 
but it was a game, on reflection, that England 
deserved to win. 



Aaron Shingler impressed once again. 

Man of the match went to Mike Brown, aided 
and abetted by the Welsh kick and chase, which far 
too frequently failed to get anyone close to the 
England full back as he took a succession of good 
catches. 

Brown’s hard to like on the rugby field, always 
snapping and snarling and I can’t say he deserved 
the man of the match award - Launchbury or 
Farrell would have been far better choices. 

So, Eddie Jones got the result he wanted, but just 
why did he raise the temperature by putting the 
spotlight on Patchell? Why did he come up with the 
attack on Alun Wyn Jones, claiming the Welsh 
captain “disrespected” referees? 

My view is that he felt Gatland was winning the 
mind games. The Welsh coach scored a point with 
his casual remark that “England will play the same 
team with Jonathan Joseph coming in at outside 
centre”. 

I can’t help feeling that Eddie doesn't like to be 
thought predictable, and hence went looking for 
something to throw back at Wales. The mind games 
are usually fun, but this time I think they went too 
far. 

In fact, to judge by his mood after the game, you 
would think Eddie had lost, as he railed at “the 
media” for being constant critics of Mike Brown. 

How many weeks or months have to pass, I 
wonder, for distinguished former players and 
coaches to move from being rugby legends to just 
part of ‘the media’? 

It is still a fascinating Six Nations, and it is 
going to be a big Saturday on February 24, when 
Wales go to Dublin and England go to Scotland. 

Over the next two weeks, the Scots will be 
working themselves into a frenzy before they take 
on the old enemy while, hopefully, Eddie will be 
regaining his normal good spirits! 

One final point. I’m sure we all hope that Sam 
Warburton’s sabbatical year puts all those aching 
joints back in tip top condition, but when the time 
does come to hang up his boots, he has proved he is 
a natural as an analyst. 

Which means, of course, that he will be a 
member of the dreaded ‘media’.
